Japanese Beetle Population 
Decrease Expected in 1965 


Last year’s dry weather could 
pay dividends to many O h i o 
homeowmers this year The pay­ 
off will come in the form of 
fewer Japanese beetles to at­ 
tack lawns and shrubs, accord­ 
ing to Dr, J. B. Polivka, re­ 
search entomologist at the Ohio 
Agricultural 
Experiment 
Sta- 
t ion 
Dr. Polivka says that the 
shortage of rainfall last *■ Ti­ 
mer, particularly in July, re­ 
sulted in a 
low 
survival of 
y o u n g grubs. These dirty 
white colored grubs feed on 
grass roots acid overwinter in 
the soil. Starting in late June 
they emerge as adult beetles. 
Both 
the 
larval 
and 
adult 
stages of the Japanese beetle 
have big appetites. “In lawns 
where grub numbers are high, 
it’s often possible to roll up a 
large area of sod like a rug 
because the grubs have eaten 
all the roots.” says Dr Polivka

Bank Holdups Rise 


Buck in the 1930s, .John Dillinger and 
olher hoodlums were terrorizing t h e 
country with during bank robberies. 
Their methods were frequently crude, 
but proved successful for a time. They 
achieved a great deal of notoriety be­ 
cause b a n k robberies

crimes. 
Last year, bank robberies averaged 
three i day. but the public seems to 
m ake little note of it.

Hoover does, however, and his notes 
add up to bank robbery becoming an 
reached a peak. 
Incidences of this type of robbery 
have risen spectacularly in the last few 
years. In 1957, bank robberies totaled 
278. in I960. 458 and in 1964, 1.014, Nor

Two factors are blamed by law en­ 
forcement officials for the sudden in­ 
crease in bank robberies — am ateurs 
and the emergence of branch banking. 
Branches are not nearly so well guard­ 
ed as main offices, and many of them 
are located in outlying areas.
